to outdo the other, and so we now see 
cartoons and castigations of the 66 
per cent per annum which the pawn- 
brokers are supposed to charge on the 
advances they make to those pressed 
for quick cash. That field of attack, 
however, can only expect an objective 
support, if you believe the pawnbrok- 
ers, as they claim their money-lending 
transactions are precious few, the 
chief returns of their trade nowadays 
coming from general merchandising. 
There is probably a need for instant 
cash-raising facilities on small wares 
in a large city, but from all we know 
about pawnbrokers they are best out 
of the picture entirely, as the per- 
centage of ha nn is more than any pos- 
sible good they can do. For instance, 
we are not particularly sorry for them 
when we see some of the people in the 
textile district pay 75 cents down to 
a peddler on a $10 clock or other 
household article and then almost im- 
mediately tote it around to the hock- 
shop for a $3 loan, with the shylock 
very much in the middle when the in- 
stallment man conies for additional 

payments. 

* * * 

The broad discussion of "interest" 
would have to involve the fact that 
"usury" is not merely an exaction of 
illegal rates, but that it can exist as 
an unmoral thing irrespective of the 
rate. Martin Luther said that all in- 
terest was wrong and Calvin said that 
interest should only be charged to the 
rich. In the twelfth and thirteenth 
centuries, when the Church influenced 
civic legislation, interest was very 
much under the ban and nobody was 
allowed to charge it except, curiously 
enough, the Jews, which might be re- 
garded as an act of religious tolerance 
or liberty, on the score that the Jews 
were bound by no tenet which made 
interest charges a matter of con- 
science. As the so-called capitalistic 
system began to acquire vogue, the 
validity of payment for the use of 
money was recognized, but apparently 
it has never been conceded as being 
legitimate in the case of simple loans 
to the poor and in other circumstances 
where no element of risk was incurred. 
More than that, there are dis- 
tinguished moralists, scot-free from 
casuistry, who claim that we were a 
nation of usurers when we took even 
small interest on the loans which our 
country made when it was locked with 
a foreign foe, and if you ask any of 
the dough-boys who fought at Ar- 
gonne or elsewhere they may agree 
that this is not altogether unsound 

doctrine.

Also, keeping in mind the old defi- 
nitions, it might be inquired if it is 
usury to sue out and collect on the 
bond when the loan was made in

with in the event of the need to do so, 
as the credit estate of the churches 
with the bankers (in view of the real 
gains in their financial status) would 
be distinctly better than at present in 
making such emergency loans as might 
be necessary to replace individual 
withdrawals occasioned by death or 
for other reasons. At any rate, we 
suppose that before an intelligent 
start is made to legislate without ex- 
pediency in behalf of the thing called 
man and his procedure, there occurs 
the first necessity of a more general 
agreement as to what a man really is 
and the actual use of being one, a de- 
liberation in which the newspapers 
might participate to their own consid- 
erable advantage.

Why 
bring this up now? 



JUST at the time when business ajid industry are 
emerging from the depression . . . when re-em- 
ployment by the railroads, industries, farms and 
business of Pennsylvania shows that recovery is on 
the way . . . two bills are before the Pennsylvania 
Legislature which threaten a disastrous blow at the 
hopeful forces that are working toward better times. 

These are (1) the so-called "Full Crew" bill, in 
reality an Excess Crew bill, which arbitrarily adds 
men to train crews where they are not needed, and 
(2) the Train Limit bill which would reduce the 
length of trains to sizes uneconomic and wasteful 
under modern railroad practice. 

These proposals are disguised as safety measures. 
As a matter of fact, readily provable, they will not 
advance railroad safety. Statistics show that during 
the past ten years, as trains have been lengthened, 
speeds increased, and modern motive power and 
equipment introduced, railroad operation has be- 
come progressively safer. 

Under the excess crew bill an additional brakeman 
would ride in the caboose of a freight train along 
with the conductor and rear brakeman. He would 
have nothing to do. Such an excess man is no more 
necessary than an extra operator on an elevator, 
or an extra man behind a plow. 

The "Train Limit" bill would increase the number 
of trains now operating and it is easy enough to 
6ee that this would add to rather than decrease the 
possibility of employee hazards. To limit the size of 
freight trains would automatically scrap equipment 
designed and built for efficient and economicaldistribu- 
tion of the products of Pennsylvania's mines, farms 
and shops. It would nullify the great advances in 
operating methods which have developed an im- 
proved service to meet the public needs in a highly 
competitive field. It would set railroad transportation 
back 20 years. 

Naturally, should the two bills become law, the 
immediate effect will be an increase in train service 
employment. But sooner or later they are bound to 
cause reduced employment in all branches of railroad 
service as well as in other industries throughout the 
state. Any temporary benefit would be within a 
limited group — train service employees— already pre- 
ferred as to wages, hours, and working conditions. 



At least 80% of all railroad workers would receive 
no benefit at all. On the contrary many of them 
would suffer loss or curtailment of employment. 
Such laws are class legislation and unfair. 

The enactment of this legislation would mean an 
estimated additional cost of $71,600,000 annually 
to the railroads of Pennsylvania . . . cost which 
inevitably would be reflected in higher rates. Such 
basic industries as coal and steel would be seriously 
affected by any unjustifiable freight rate increase on 
raw materials and finished products. This would be 
true also of all other industries. Increased transpor- 
tation cost would tend to encourage certain industries 
to move to other states. The disastrous effect of such 
migration and readjustment would be felt by every 
citizen of the state. 

What a blow this would be to the millions of people 
and families of Pennsylvania dependent on the rail- 
roads directly and indirectly tor livelihood! The 
railroads buy millions of dollars of material and 
supplies for current operations. The purchases from 
farmers and merchants of the 116,000 railroad wage 
earners and their families in Pennsylvania amount 
to millions of dollars annually. 

Experience has proved the wisdom of lodging with 
a competent state body the necessary discretion to 
regulate the adequacy of train crews and other features 
of railroad operation. Since 1921 the Public Service 
Commission of Pennsylvania has had jurisdiction 
over such matters. In addition, the railroads, fully 
realizing their responsibility to employees and public, 
exercise the highest degree of care both in the move- 
ment of trains and in the maintenance of equipment 
and property. Every humane and economic consider- 
ation dictates the use of the greatest prudence in 
operation without statutory requirements.
